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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 8, 11, 16, 47 and 48 are rejected, under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), as being 
anticipated by Babbitt '195 while claims 7 and 22 are rejected, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as 
being unpatentable over Babbitt % 1 95 in view of Daniel et al. '570. The Applicant acknowledges 
and respectfully traverses the raised anticipatory and obviousness rejections in view of the 
following remarks. 

The Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 41-45 are allowable over 
the prior art while claims 2-6, 9,10,1 2-1 5 and 1 7-21 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but these claims would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim(s). In accordance with 
this indication, claims 2, 3, 9, 10, 17 and 18 are amended into independent form so that those 
claims are now in allowable form along with allowed claims 41 -45, while claims 1,16, 23-29 and 
31-40 and 46 are canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject matter therein, from 
this application. As claims 4-8, 11-15, 19-22, 47 and 48 are all dependent from one of now 
allowable claims 2, 3, 9, 10, 17 and 18, those dependent claims are also allowable as well. 

In view of the above claim cancellations and amendments, the Applicant respectfully 
submits that further comments concerning the applied prior art is not believed necessary. 
The Applicant also notes the remaining prior art cited in the official action. As none of that 
additional art is applied by the Examiner against the claims of this application, the Applicant is 
not providing any comments concerning that art as well.
